I SIS terrorists are plotting 
the most diabolical attack on 
America yet - one that would 
dwarf the death count of 9/11 
and put all of us at risk! 

The bloodthirsty militants plan 
to hide an airborne chemical or 
biological weapon aboard a pas- 
senger jet and release its deadly 
contents on U.S. soil, an intelli- 
gence source tells GLOBE. 

“Tens of thousands of innocent 
Americans could be wiped out in 
one evil stroke,” warns the source. 
“People could be struck down at 
work, school - even in their own 
beds. It’s a chilling scenario - but 
it’s real.” 

The source explains the bar- 
baric group, also known as the 
Islamic State, is in the process of 
obtaining a lethal biological agent 
and the means to deliver it for the 
mass killing. Intelligence experts 
say the terrorists are also working 


to obtain a variety 
of banned chemical 
weapons - including 
nerve gases, hydro- 
gen cyanide and 
mustard gas - that 
can fell thou- 
sands almost 
instantly and 
linger for days. 

“If they suc- 
ceed, it will 
bring catastrophe 
to a large Ameri- 
can city,” says the 
source. “No one will be 
safe.” 

Shocking events over Memorial 
Day weekend could be a forecast 
of the doom to come. More than a 
dozen threats of chemical weap- 
ons and bombs aboard planes 
heading for New York, Los An- 
geles, Atlanta and Boston were 
received.

Anonymous tips, which U.S. law 
enforcement agencies linked to 
ISIS, said the planes were flying 
bombs. 

Although each incident proved 
to be a false alarm, the threats 
are believed to be a test by ISIS to 
measure how the government will 
respond to such a crisis. 

But the ISIS probe of American 
and international defenses dem- 
onstrates how vulnerable the U.S. 
is to the kind of attack outlined by 
the intelligence source. 

No warning 

The expert says ISIS would likely 
pack a biological agent or toxic 
chemical in an explosive device, 
then detonate it by remote control 
or an altitude sensitive trigger, 
spreading the deadly pathogen 
over an area the size of Rhode 
Island. 

“There will be no warning, and 
no time to react once the agent is 
misting in the air around us,” says 
the source. 

Counterterrorism agents got wind 
of the plot by listening to “chatter” 
between the terrorists. Now, they’re 
trying to prevent the attack. 

“The problem is that we don’t 
know when or where it will take 
place,” says the source. “We only 


^ know that it’s going to come 
sooner than later, unless we 
can stop it.” 

But military experts and intel- 
ligence analysts say it is NOT too 
late to eliminate the threat posed 
by ISIS - and immediate action by 
President Barack Obama is needed. 

“America - and the rest of the 
civilized world - have the power to 
make these fiends back off, but we 
need the will to do it,” says the mili- 
tary expert. 

“The President needs to send the 
message that we’re playing hard- 
ball. He should order immediate 
- and massive - air strikes against 
ISIS targets. We need to step up 
these attacks.” 

U.S. intelligence resources also 
have to step up efforts to keep 
deadly biological agents like the 
Ebola virus, which killed more 
than 8,000 people in West Africa 
last year, and smallpox out of ISIS’ 
hands. 

“We need to pressure rogue gov- 
ernments that might be tempted to 
sell weapons of mass destruction 
to balance their own bottom lines,” 
the expert says. 

“ISIS is already planning this 
attack - and is prepared to do 
anything to get the means to attack 
us. We have to be just as resolved 
to fight back and wipe terrorism off 
the face of the Earth.”

H ollywood legend Dick van Dyke 
is ripping the lid off his shocking se- 
crets in an explosive tell-all book he’s 
penning before he kicks the bucket. 
The 89-year-old Mary Poppins star vows 
to spill the beans about his boozing, his 
burning love for TV wife Mary Tyler Moore, 
the woman who kept them apart - and his 
battle with a terrifying mystery disease. 

“Fm not going to sugarcoat anything,” the 
showbiz wonder promises. 

Set for an October release, the book - 
Keep Moving: And Other Tips and Truths 
About Old Age - will bare the star’s gritty 
battle with booze in the ’60s, says a source 
familiar with the memoir. 

Rehab facility 

“He has admitted that he was basically 
soused for 15 years - though he maintains 
he was never drunk on the set of his sitcom 
The Dick Van Dyke Show,” says the source. 

He finally decided to seek help and 
entered an Arizona rehab facility in 1972. 

“Dick was locked in a ward with hardcore 
addicts!” says the source. “He’ll describe 
why he drank, and how he overcame the 
addiction.” 

The actor also won’t hide his secret 



passion for Mary Tyler Moore, who played 
his mate on The Dick Van Dyke Show from 
1961 to 1966. She had crush on him, too! 

“The chemistry and the sparks were there, 
but they remained faithful to their spouses,” 
says the source. 

At the time. Van Dyke was wed to first 
wife, Maijorie. Mary was divorcing her first 
husband, Richard Meeker, and quickly wed 
TV exec Grant Tinker in 1963. 

But Van Dyke and Mary, who is now 78 
and bedridden, might have finally gotten 
together, if he hadn’t fallen desperately in 
love with Michelle Triola. 

Michelle and Van Dyke, who filed for 
divorce from Maijorie in 1978, plunged 


into an affair while she was suing her ex- 
lover, actor Lee Marvin, for $1.8 million in 
palimony. She lost her court battle. 

Triola and Van Dyke also never married. 
However, they remained together until her 
death from lung cancer in 2009. 

“Dick was devastated when he lost 
Michelle,” says the source. “He credits her 
with getting him off the bottle for good and 
literally saving his life.” 

Van Dyke later found new love and wed 
his makeup artist, Arlene Silver, 43, in 
February 2012, when he was 86! 

“She’s 46 years his junior - and he’ll no 
doubt reveal secrets about what it’s like to 
be in a June-December marriage, and how 
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‘He knows ^ 
his days are ' 
numbered, 
and he wants 
to share his 
secrets’ 


she helps keep him young,” the source says. 

But she can’t stop him feeling “helpless” 
about his feud with TV legend Andy Griffith, 
who resented Van Dyke’s critical acclaim 
and three Emmy Awards. Griffith went to 
his grave in 2012 nursing a grudge against 
Van Dyke, who “wanted to end the bitter- 
ness and resolve their differences,” a source 
says. “He felt no ill will towards Andy.” 

Ravaging illnesses 

The funnyman, who wrote a previous 
book. My Lucky Life In and Out of 
Show Business, will also disclose his 
grueling battles against ravaging illnesses 
including severe arthritis and crippling 


back pain, the source says. 

“He blamed his physical style of comedy, 
and the pratfalls he took, for his agony,” 
says the source. 

“He was only able to control the pain with 
chiropractors, steroid injections, and heat 
and ultrasound treatments.” 

Determined to perform a final time. Van 
Dyke recently danced in a music video for 
folk band Dustbowl Revival’s time. Never 
Had to Go. But insiders say the gig took a toll 
on the star, who has since gone downhill. 

Van Dyke’s health is a major concern. 
For several years, he was plagued with 
mysterious pounding headaches and was 
terrified he had a brain disease. 


Later, he learned the cause was his 
titanium tooth implants. 

He’ll also describe his escape from death 
when he was pulled from a burning car after 
his Jaguar suddenly burst into flames while 
he was driving on an L.A. freeway in 2013. 

“It was terrifying for him,” the source 
says. “Later, he laughed it off, posting a 
photo of the charred wreck on the Internet 
with the tagline, “Used Jag for sale REAL 
CHEAP!!” 

The source says Van Dyke is writing 
the book because “he knows his days 
are numbered and he wants to share his 
secrets now.”

D espicable doc John 
Wall was finally convicted 
of brutally murdering 
his ex-wife - and then 
staging it as a suicide - because 
their oldest son spent his entire 
inheritance to bring him to 
justice. 

Salt Lake City jurors took 
just seven hours to find the 
51 -year-old pediatrician guilty 
of slaying Dr. Uta Von 
Schwedler, a noted cancer 
researcher.

drowned in her bathtub, with 
cuts and bruises and doped up 
with the anti-anxiety drug, 
Xanax.

Pelle and his siblings were 
staying with Wall on Sept. 27, 
2011, when the demonic doctor 
went to Uta’s home. 

Prosecutors say he “hated” 
his ex because of her custody 
fight and was furious with her 
for texting and e-mailing the 
children when they were with 
him. 

Wall pounced on Uta while 
she was sleeping and shot her 
full of Xanax. 

Distraught 

Then he faked her suicide, 
cutting her on her left wrist 
and leg and plopping her 
unconscious body in the tub, 
filling it until she drowned. 

Wall’s lawyer claimed Uta 
was distraught, took the drug 
and took her own life in the 
tub. 

But prosecutors noted she 
had no prescription for Xanax. 
Instead, Wall had written one 
for his grandmother shortly 
before the murder and never 
delivered it to her. 

After the killing, he returned 
home, cleaned up his car’s inte- 
rior and asked his kids if they 
thought he was a monster. 

While he never confessed, 
son Pelle says he’ll visit his 
dad in prison hoping the killer 
7 will finally come clean. 

“But I don’t expect that 
he’ll answer my question,” 
says Pelle.

HERE are the last professional 
photos taken of tragic Marilyn 
Monroe, snapped by a friend just 
weeks before the Hollywood queen's 
shocking death. 

Celebrity lensman George Barris 
snapped the blonde bombshell on 
July 13, 1962, intending to publish a 
book about her. But just three weeks 
later, the Seven Year Itch beauty was 
found dead of a drug overdose in her 
Los Angeles bungalow. 

Her official cause of death is 
listed as a suicide. But, as GLOBE 
has reported, sources insist the 
screen siren was murdered to stop 
her from spilling the beans about 
flings with President John F. Kennedy 
and his U.S. Attorney General brother 
Bobby. 

Barris scrapped plans for his 
book after Monroe died. He finally 
published a limited edition of the 
photographs 25 years later. Several 
of the prints were recently slated 
to be auctioned off in England and 
were expected to fetch about $1,500 
each. 

Barris recalls Monroe as "the most 
beautiful, fantastic person I'd ever met."

B roken hearts aren’t 
just emotionally painful 
- they can kill you!

Risk factors include age, 
family history of heart 
problems, smoking, high 
cholesterol levels, uncon- 
trolled hypertension, diabetes 
and autoimmune diseases. 

Most of the victims are 
women over 60. Their symp- 
toms include chest pressure, 
pain or discomfort in arms, 
back, neck, jaw or 
stomach, shortness 
of breath, profound 
fatigue, dizziness or 
nausea. 

“For those who 
survive the initial 
shock, the progno- 
sis is good with nor- 
mal heart function 
restored within a 
matter of weeks,” 
says Fenster.

Dr. Ying Song, of Mount 
Sinai Hospital in New York, one 
of the lead researchers who 
developed the BAT, says the 
procedure is not only accurate, 
but "much more comfortable" 
for patients.

B.B. KING MURDER PROBE 
SPUIKS SUDDEN AUTOPSY 



T he heartbroken kin of 
Blues legend B.B. King 
have forced an 11th 
hour autopsy - after he 
was already embalmed 
and set to be buried - to prove 
he was MURDERED! 

In explosive court docu- 
ments, King’s daughters, Karen 
Williams and Patty King, 
BOTH say, “1 believe my fa- 
ther was poisoned and that he 
was administered foreign sub- 
stances. 1 believe my father was 
murdered.” 

The sisters accuse the 89-year- 
old icon’s business manager, 
LaVeme Toney, who has power 
of attorney and is executor of 
his estate, and personal assis- 
tant Myron Johnson, of killing 
their dad. 

Right to be suspicious 

The motive, they say, is King’s 
$30 million fortune! 

“This one stinks!” Hollywood 
private eye Paul Huebl tells 
GLOBE. 

The former Chicago cop be- 
lieves King’s kids are right to 
be suspicious. 

“They said they didn’t think 
their father looked like himself 
when they saw him in his cof- 
fin,” says Huebl. “That’s critical 
because poisons can distort a 
person’s facial appearance and 
coloring. 

“If he looked different, there 
might be a good reason for 
that. The coroner needs to do 
a heavy metal drug screening 
to see if he was administered a 
lethal drug that made him pro- 
gressively sicker until he died.” 
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The music star passed away 
in his sleep while under hos- 
pice care at his Las Vegas home 
on May 14. His death report- 
edly followed a series of small 
strokes related to his Type 2 
diabetes. 

But demands by King’s family 
led to a last-second, emergency 


autopsy on May 24 even though 
his body had already been 
embalmed. 

Nevada’s Clark County Coro- 
ner, John Fudenberg, says he 
will be “conducting a thorough 
investigation,” adding that re- 
sults of the autopsy will take up 
to eight weeks. 


Relatives claim King was held 
captive and isolated from loved 
ones and friends in a shameful 
bid to swindle his fortune. 

In a chilling claim in her af- 
fidavit, Patty, who used to live 
at King’s home, swears she 
saw personal assistant Johnson 
administer two drops of an 
unknown substance on her fa- 
ther’s tongue during evenings 
for several months before his 
death. She insists business 
manager Toney, 66, never told 
her what the substance was. 

Huebl finds the refusal to an- 
swer questions about the drops 
suspicious. 

“Why wouldn’t they, if they 
had nothing to hide?” he says. 
“The embalming will destroy 
any typical toxicology testing

but not the heavy metal screen- 
ing, which they should conduct.” 

The former cop also finds it 
strange “that King’s children 
were kept away from him dur- 
ing his final months. What was 
happening to this man that his 
caretakers wanted to cover up?” 

Lawyer Larissa Drohobyczer, 
who represents Patty and Karen 
and most of King’s nine other 
adult children, accuses Toney 
of hastening the beloved blues 
man’s death by “misconduct or 
by failing to properly attend to 
his medical needs.” 

Meanwhile, lawyers for Toney 
and Johnson have branded the 
allegations “ridiculous.” They 
say Toney gets nothing from the 
2007 will other than her stan- 
dard compensation as executor. 

The legal eagles claim King’s 
daughters made the allegations 
because the star left his kids and 
grandkids only $3,000 to $5,000 
apiece and willed the rest of his 
fortune to education. 

But Huebl says the autopsy 
will reveal any foul play, add- 
ing that “if the coroner finds 
organ damage that could only 
have come from a poison, who- 
ever killed this man must he 
prosecuted to the fullest extent 
of the law.”

In their lawsuit, Dana and 
William accuse Jenner of 
being “careless, reckless and 
negligent,” adding they lost

They touchingly played to- 
gether on the 2007 King of 
Queens finale when Anne’s 
character, Veronica Olchin, 
married Jerry’s character, 
Arthur Spooner. 

Now, son Ben plans to take an 
extended break to be with his 
devastated dad after finishing 
work on the sequel to his 2001 
hit Zoolander in Italy. 

“1 know Ben feared it would 
be like this when his mom 
passed,” says the friend. 

“Anne was always Jerry’s 
rock and the biggest fan of his 
work. How do you replace a 
one-woman support system 
that lasted more than 60 years?”

Meara, 85, who teamed with 
Stiller to become one of show 
business’ most loved comedic 
couples, died May 23 after a 
short illness, leaving her hus- 
band of 61 years shattered. 

“Jerry said so many times he 
prayed that he would go first 
because he couldn’t imagine life 
without Anne,” a friend reveals. 

Health issues 

“She was his pride and joy, 
his confidante, and tmly, his 
best friend.”

OBSESSED with Hugh 
Jackman’s razor-clawed 
superhero, Wolverine, twisted 
copycat Jed Allen butchered 
his 6-year-old sister, his 
mother, and her boyfriend 
before hanging himself from 
a tree! 

Police in England say 
21-year-old Allen mimicked 
the X-Man mutant posting 
a photo showing him wearing 
long sideburns and bran- 
dishing razor “claws” on his 
fingers - just like Jackman in 
the movies. 

Horrified 

“I’m sure Hugh Jackman 
is horrified by this!” says a 
showbiz source. 

“But there’s not much you 
can do when deranged people 
blur fiction with reality and act 
out in horrible ways. Nothing 
can control that.” 

Allen went on a bloody 
rampage on May 23 - fatally 
stabbing little sister, Derin 
Jordon, their mother, Janet 
Jordon, 48, and her boyfriend, 
Philip Howard, 44. 

Then he fled their home 
in Didcot, 50 miles west of 
London, after sending a mes- 
sage to a friend saying, “I’ve

done something bad.” 

After the bodies were dis- 
covered, more than 100 police 
combed the area before Allen 
was found hanging from a tree 
in a patch of woods not far 
from his home. 

Sources say he was trou- 
bled by his parents’ breakup, 
his boozing mother and 
her “series of boyfriends.” 

He was also very upset 
when two of his siblings were 


sent to foster homes. 

One friend, Mark Cane, de- 
scribed Allen’s mother, Janet, 
as “the best mom and the devil 
in disguise at the same time. 
Because of her problems with 
alcohol, she was a Jekyll and 
Hyde figure. 

“When she had things 
under control, she was up in 
the morning, sending Jed off 
to school, being a normal, 
loving mother. 


“But then she would get 
drunk and threaten to take 
her own life.” 

Sources say the troubled 
son felt “lonely and unloved” 
and was “fed up with girls 
treating me poorly.” 

He escaped by plunging 
into fantasy - spending 
hours watching X-Men 
and Wolverine movies and 
playing violent games on his 
computer. 

He also collected knives and 
an ax. He frequently exploded 
in rages, punching holes in 
the walls of his home. 

In a homemade video, he 
screamed into the camera, 
“This is a madhouse. I can’t 
take it anymore.” 

While his friend could see 
Allen finally snapping and 
going after his mom, he says, 
“I’ll never understand why he 
killed his little sister.”

G eorgia school bureaucrats trig- 
gered a hornets’ nest of outrage 
when they had mom Julie Giles 
cuffed and shackled - all because 
she kept her Honor Roll student son 
home when he was sick! 

Screven County school officials 
ordered Giles’ arrest after her 10-year- 
old son, Samuel, who was suffering from 
a stomach virus, stayed home for 12 days 
- twice the allowed time. 

She received an arrest warrant the 
day before Mother’s Day, and when 
she turned herself in, cops chained her 
during booking before releasing her on 



her own recognizance. 

“I have never been in trouble before 
in my life and my son is beside himself,” 
she says. 

Ironically, just days later, star 
pupil Samuel was awarded a prize as

the “student of the month.” 

Schools Superintendent William Bland 
defended the harsh action against 
Julie insisting, “It’s important for these 
children to be in school, and I think the 
courts recognize that.” 

But Giles’ arrest had the Internet 
buzzing with outrage. 

“I didn’t realized it was standard pro- 
cedure to arrest good parents,” reads 



one angry post. Says another blogger, 
“I would make it my mission to see ev- 
eryone involved voted out or otherwise 
removed from their job. 

“The kid is doing well in school and not 
abused at home? It shouldn’t matter how 
many days he missed.” 

Thinking of moving 

Giles, who has been a substitute 
teacher, later explained she didn’t get 
a doctor’s note for her son because “I 
cannot afford a co-pay every single time” 
he’s sick. 

She says she kept Samuel at home be- 
cause “I never want to send him to school 
when he feels bad or could possibly get 
others sick.” 

She’s due in court on July 14, but says 
she and hubby Keith are thinking about 
moving. 

“I do not believe that after this my 
family will be treated fairly in this 
school system,” she explains.
